Brisbane Strikers 6 


Toveer Breakers’ 
experienced the highs 
and lows of a week of 
Ericsson Cup football, 
crashing to an embarassing 
6-1 defeat by Brisbane 
Strikers. at Suncorpo 
Stadium on Saturday night. 

The Breakers, backing up 
after their 6-1 win over West 
Adelaide last week, 
experienced yet another horror 
joumey to Brisbane following 
their 5-0 defeat in the 
corresponding game last 
season. 

The right blend of 
experience and youthful 
exuberance paved the way for 
the Strikers’ convincing 
victory, which gave former 
Socceroo Frank Farina his 
first win as a coach in the 
Ericsson Cup, since taking 
over from Brice Stowell. 

Sharpshooter Rod Brown, 
who was under some pressure 
after being off target in last 
weck’s nil-all draw with 
Adelaide City, responded 
magnificently with a hat-trick 
to restore Farina’s faith in his 
striking partner. 

Brown, who overcame a 
knee reconstruction earlier in 
his career, has built up a 
formidable relationship up 
front with Farina after bagging 
13 goals last season. At 32, 
the former Socceroo is one of 
only four players to score 
more than 100 National 


League goals and after his 
Newcastle treble, looks well 
on the way to repeating last 
year’s deeds. 

The Strikers began the 
match with a series of lighting 
taids, matched only by near 
torrential rain which hit the 
ground in the last 20 
minutes.After only four 
minutes, they had landed three 
strikes close to the target and 
‘it wasn’t surprising to see the 
deadlock broken after 10 
minutes, with the first of 
Brown's trio. 

Skipper Alan Hunter, who 
played a hand in two of 
Brown’s goals, found himself 
in the clear down the left 
flank. But instead of using his 
tradesmans left foot, he tucked 
a neat right footed cross for 
Brown to drive home past 
Newcastle keeper Liam Baker. 

Hunter was again in the 
thick of the action three 
minutes later. But this time, he 
was called upon to make a 
last-ditch clearance off his 
own goal line after a Troy 
Halpin cross looked bound for 
goal, past stranded keeper 
Clint Bolton, 

Although leading by the 
solitary goal, the Strikers were 
in total contro! until a rush of 
blood caused midfielder 
Andrew Brayshaw to handball 
a lofted cross in the 24th 
minute. Glenn  Sprod 
dispatched the ball from the

penalty spot, enabling the 
Visitors to draw level. 

Perhaps the biggest turning 
point of the game occurred 
five minutes before half time 
when Socceroo Sean Cranney 
scored from near the side line. 
He drove a low cross into the 
box towards Brown, which 
was deflected in by defender 
Todd McManus and though 
Cranney raised his arm to 
claim the goal, there was some 
conjecture whether or not it 
was really an own goal. 

The second half was all 
one-way traffic with the 
Strikers clearly dominating. 
Brown picked up his second 
and extended the Strikers’ 


Tead to 3-1 at the 61st minute 
mark, again after combining 
with Hunter. The experienced 
defender broke down the left 
flank before firing in a pin- 
point cross for another Brown 
header. 

The Strikers had the game 
by the throat at this stage, but 
not even the torrential 
downpour dampended their 
spirits as the home sid2 surged 
forward looking for more 
blood. 


Veteran midfielder Gary 
Phillips put away the fourth in 
the 69th minute, striking a 25 
metres drive past a hopelessly 
stranded Baker.

Aeetent Collingwood 
plus the fact that 
Marconi’s striker and 
captain Andy Harper was 
having a nightmare match, 
resulted in the League’s new 
entry achieving a 1-1 draw 
last Saturday night at the 
Marconi Stadium. 

Harper could easily have 
had four goals against his 
name but it was not to be. As 
early as the 11th minute he

from close range following 
good lead up work by young 
colleague striker Sean Babic. 

‘Three minutes later Craig 
Foster cracked a ball out wide 
to the left for midfielder 
Vlado Zorich to cross into the 
box, but Harper blasted it 
against the right post. 

‘The Marconi skipper again 
saw lady luck desert him 
when just before half time, 
following a flat cross by left 
‘wing-back’ Brendan Renaud 
into the six yard box, he first 
timed a left footed blast only 
to see it miraculously flicked 
over the top by Collingwood’s 
Olympic keeper Frank Juric. 

Marconi’s coach, despite 
witnessing Harper's 
horrendous luck-less streak, 
correctly refused to hook his 
striker allowing him more 
time to regain confidence and 
possibly retrieve some luck, 
but this was not to be. In the 
67th minute ‘Harper's horrors’

continued when he again missed 
a sitter. Francis Awaritefe 
raided down the right and 
crossed to Foster in the centre of 
the box. Foster short-passed to 
Harper on the back post and 
from no less than three metres 
‘out, the Marconi marksman 
shaved the left post with a side- 
footed effort, 

Collingwood also struck 
bad Tuck as early as the 12th 
minute, losing their right 
midfielder Goran Lozanoyski 
who limped off with an ankle 
injury after being heavily 
tackled by Babic, 

He was replaced by the 
highly talented. Brian 
MeNicol.who did not disappoint 
as he repeatedly tore Marconi 
apart down the flanks and 
intelligently fed his inside men 
into counter attacks. 

Four minutes from half 
time Collingwood’s striker 
Andy Vlahos, from an acute 
angle on the left, had 
Marconi’s giant goal keeper 
Bobby Catlin fully stretched 
to stop a certain goal. 

As so often happens in 
Soccer it was the defending 
side Collingwood that drew 
first blood, through substitute 
McNicol who headed in an 
Ernie Tapai cross from the 
left. 

The last 15 minutes of the 
match exploded into a 
telentiess series of counter 
attacks from both sides with 


the frustrated Marconi 
pushing more and more men 
forward, desperately searching 
for the vital equaliser. 

After the break, Schaeffer 
injected Francis Awaritefe 
into the attack, which added 
instant success. 

Only magnificent 
goalkeeping by both 
custodians restricted the score 
line from advancing into a 
flood of goals. 

In the 84th minute 
Collingwood could have 
doubled their lead when lanky 
left midfielder Con Boutsianis 
broke clear and shot on target 
only for Catlin to block. The 
rebound was smashed in by 
Vlahos, ricocheted onto the 
right post and the second 
rebound was hit back in by 
McNicol, but desperately just 
cleared. 

2 minotes later, ball playing 
midfielder Zoric had a point 
‘blank chance, but again the 
magnificent Juric made a 
fabulous save. 

Finally, with a minute to 
go, Marconi equalised when 
Foster crossed from the left 
allowing midfielder Matthew 
Bingley to knock it into the

when Collingwood’s captain 
Kimon Talliadoros streaked 
away on a 50) metre raid with 


Catlin bursting off his line. 
But before Catlin even 
reached Talliadoros, the 
Collingwood striker pushed 
the ball inches wide of the 
Tight post.The excitement in 
this last quarter of an hour 
reached a crescendo that 
electrified the atmosphere in 
the grandstand, 

For Marconi, Catlin proved 
their saviour during 
Collingwood’s second half 
revival, and his performance 
was closely followed by the 
stinging attacks of Awaritefe. 

While for the Victorians, 
substitute lanky right 
midfielder McNicol and Juric 
were both superb. 

A surly Collingwood coach

ast week the Board of 

Directors of the NSW 

Soccer Federation 
took some far-reaching 
decisions concerning the 
three top divisions in that 
State’s organisation. 

It must be born in mind that 
the Administrative State of 
NSW is broken into two in the 
Soccer sense. The divide is 
roughly the Hunter River 
which empties into the sea at 
Newcastle. From there to the 
Queensland border is 
Northem NSW territory. 

There will be 36 teams 
equally divided into three 
divisions of 12 teams each. 
The top competition is still 
called Super League, although 
what Rupert Murdoch makes 
of that, remains to be seen! 

In the last season there 
were 14 teams in the Super 
League. Their numbers have 
been reduced by three. 
Mawarra Lions from the 
Wollongong area, Rockdale 
City Suns from next door to 
Kingsford Smith Airport and 
Warringah Dolphins, the only 
team on Sydney’s north shore 
have ail been dropped to 


Division 1. 

The 1996 Division 1 
champions, by seven points, 
and Grand Final winners 
Sydney Cosmos have failed in 
their bid to gain admittance to 
Super League. Despite having 
a virtually integrated 
arrangement with the Eastern 
Suburbs Association, 5 
professional set up, a solid 
bank of committed sponsors 
and a go ahead Board, they 
were not accepted, 

They point to over 4,000 
registered players in the 
Association area, a remarkable 
recovery from just three years 
ago. It is acknowledged that 
this tangible success is due to 
the juniors having somewhere. 
to aspire to — their own senior 
club, at the highest level — 
Super League. 

They were stunned into 
disbelief by the, to them, 
“unfairness of it all”. “We 
have done so much and yet 
still we get knocked back,” 
echoed Coach and former 
Socceroo Joe Watson and 
Chief Executive Maurice 
MacAllister. 

However 14 minus three, 


comes to eleven. Surprisingly 
Sydney United have been 
included in Super League, 

Seven teams serve the west 
of Sydney. One, Leichhardt, 
loosely the City, two the 
South ie.Sutherland and St 
George. With Central Coast 
and Adamstown, from 
Newcastle, making up the 
balance. 

Two massive areas are 
neglected — the northern 
districts from Manly all the 
way up the Peninsula, and 
across to say Carlingford and 
down to the Parramatta River, 

Then there is the Eastern 
Suburbs from the northern 
edge of KSA (the airport), 
through the densely packed 
areas through to the south 
shore of the harbour. 

Both these areus are 
potential gold mines for 
supporters, players and 
Participants in this great ame. 

What has happened and 
more importantly, what are 
the implications for Soccer in 
those two vital areas? 

Surely the Soccer family is 
entitled to some reasoned and 
believable explanation.

preliminary round, starting 
with Melbourne, then 
Newcastle, Adelaide and 
Brisbane. All six teams will 
then play off in Canberra 20- 
23 March before the climax of 
the finals on the following 
day. Actual match venues are 
yet to be confirmed. 

Fisher commences the all- 
important task of marketing 
the league with this week’s 
agenda including a meeting 
with Soccer Australia’s 
marketing manager. 
Obviously running against a 
tight timeframe, a number of 
other avenues are also 
presently being explored, 

The promotion of the 
inaugural league throughout 
all six centres will be tied in 
with the launch of AWSA’s 
new range of posters and 
publicity material. Supporters

History: This club started life as Dundee Hibernian. They were the natural 
inheritors of an Irish Catholic tradition according to Simon Inglis in “Football 
Grounds of Great Britain’. They actually started at Tannadice Park which at the 
time was called Clepington Park. 

They had two problems, ridding the ground of incumbents Wanderers and their 
close proximity to the other club, Dundee. They decided to take both head on and 
moved in fo an empty ground as Wanderers sought revenge after being kicked out 
by ordering the ground to be wrecked. Hibs seemed to have plenty of money and 
within months had an enclosed ground, On August 18, 1909 they opened 
Tonnadice Park and a season later won a place in the Second Division ahead of 
clubs like St. Johnstone and Dunfermline. In 1922 the club lost league status and 
were only hauled back thanks to hard lobbying by leading businessmen. The new 
board changed the club's name to Dundee United and in the 20s and 30s they 
bounced between divisions. 

After the war, in 1956, Dundee United became the first Scottish club to run its 
own pools competition. By 1962 they had built new stands after a long drawn-out 
process and the ground’s capacity was increased to 28,500. On November 10 the 
club switched on floodlights for the first time and six days later they had their 
biggest -ever gate, for a European game against Barcelona.

But Tottenham fans — many 
of whom are Jewish — are still 
unhappy with the Aston Villa 
goalkeeper and have urged 
Bosnich to take part in the 
“Kick Racism Out Of 
Football” campaign being 
launched next week. 

Bosnich, charged with 
misconduct by the Football 
Association over the incident, 
met Sugar at the offices of his 
Amstrad firm in Brentwood, 
Essex. 

And afterwards 
Australian, who has 
apologised on several 
Occasions since angering 
Spurs fans, said “I hope this is 
the end of it.” 

“Tt was great of Mr Sugar 
to allow me to come down to

London to apologise face to 
face and it goes to show what 
kind of person he is. 

“T hope this can be put to 
one side and that I can 
concentrate on playing 
football again.” 

Sugar said: “It was meant 
as a joke that went wrong. 
T’ve accepted his apology and 
that should be the end of it.” 

However, Bernie Kingsley 
of Tottenham Independent 
Supporters’ Association, said: 
“It’s all very well apologising 
to Alan Sugar — but he wasn’t 
among the fans offended. 

“Tt would be a far more 
constructive use of Bosnich’s 
time if he were to take an 
active part in the “Kick 
Racism Out Of Football” 
campaign being relaunched 
next week, 

“He must now know from 
his own experience what one 
thoughtless action, which he 
thought was a joke, can 
provoke. 

“Bosnich’s involvement in 


that campaign would carry far 
greater significance 
thanshaking hands with Alan 
Sugar.” 

Bosnich has angrily denied 
claims that he is racist and in 
his 400 word apology on 
Monday he concluded with 
the statement: 

“Anti-semitism and racism 
are crimes of humanity, 
Jocularity and ignorance are 
not.”

Thousands of 
children are enrolled as Crazy 
‘Gang members and are trained 
by the club during school 
holidays. The search never 
ends for the uncut schoolboy 
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soccer diamonds who may 
one day be worthmillions. 

Their average gate is 
around 9,000 and the struggle 
to survive is so tough they 
even considered the idea of 
moving to Dublin where 
potential support is far 
greater, but that plan now 
appears dead and buried. 
Instead the club are engaged 
in a fight with their local 
council to move back to the

Gascoigne, sent off in a 
European Cup Champions’ 
League match in Amsterdam 
on Wednesday and alleged to 
have beaten up his wife 
Sheryl last weekend, put 
Rangers ahead after 28 
minutes with a 25m free kick 
high over the wall into the top 
right hand corner of the net. 

Manager Walter Smith 
admitted he took a gamble on 
Gascoigne’s mental state 


before picking him, but his 
tisk seemed to have paid off 
as Rangers increased their 
lead when Danish 
international striker Brian 
Laudrup added a second after 
37 minutes. 

But Aberdeen fought back 
with a 40th minute goal from 
Brian Irvine and an 89th 
minute equaliser from Billy 
Dodds, the league’s top 
scorer, who notched his 17th 
goal of the season, 

Hibernian, which last week 
became the first team to beat 
Rangers in the league this 
season, drew 1-1 at 
Motherwell, despite having 
goalkeeper Jim Leighton sent 
off after only 26 minutes for 
handling outside his area.

fans today as they arrived in 
the largely Protestant town 
of Portadown to attend a

Visiting fans of 
Cliftonville, a north Belfast 
team supported by Catholics, 
used bus seats as shields 
against stones, bottles and 
other missiles when they were 
ambushed en route to 
Portadown’s. Shamrock Park, 
40km south-west of Belfast. 

Catholic players’ families, 
including children as young as 
four, were caught in the attack 
by Protestant hardliners who 
have previously singled out 
Cliftonville’s fans for abuse, 
‘One bus was badly damaged 
and no one reached the 
stadium. 

“There was sheer hate in 
their faces,” Cliftonville fan 
Liam Murray said “I’ve never 
seen hate like it in my life. 

“Tt was unbelievable.” 

More than 10 people were 
injured including five police

officers.The violence marked 
the Istest bid by Protestants to 
prevent Cliftonville fons from 
attending road games. The 
protesters say they are 
retaliating because Catholics 
tried to reroute traditional pro- 
British Protestant marches 
away from Catholic areas. 

At half-time, —_ with 
Cliftonville leading 1-0, the 
Catholic side’s players 
refused to return to the field 
because they were worried 
about the safety of relatives 
aboard the retreating buses. 

Cliftonville chairman James 
Boyce said: “Our fans were 
given an assurance by the local 
RUC (police) they would get 
into the ground and, to be fair, 
the police did everything in 
their power to do this. 

“The players “decided this 
wasn’t football any longer”, 
Boyce said.” This situation has 
got to be sorted out. 

“It’s a blight on the 
problems of our society and 
‘our country.” 
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
